To His Excellency^ William McKinlby, Qovemor: 

Sir: In compliance with the law of the State, I have the honor to 
submit the following report of the condition of the treasury, and ils oper- 
ations lor the fiscal year, beginning November 16, 1893, and ending 
November 16, 1894: 

The total amount of money received during the year, in all of the 
funds, was 86,559,554.78, which with the balance on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year, amounted to $7,177,893.55. The total expenditures for 
year were $6,375,628.64, leaving a balance of $802,264 91. 

GENERAL REVENUE FUND. 

The receipts for the general revenue fund for the year were $4,199,^)7.80. 
or this sum $500,127.50 was received from the sale of the $500,000 certifi- 
cates of indebtedness authorized by the last Legislature. The receipts from 
all sources, other than the amount received from this extraordinary source, 
were $3,699,480.30, together with the balance of $138,015.16 left over from 
last year, amounted to $3,837,495.46, making a grand total of $4,337,622.96. 
The total amount paid out from this fund, on warrants issued by the 
Auditor of State, was $3,982,895.11, leaving a balance in the fund, to be 
added to the next year's receipts, of $354,727.85. 

The receipts for the next year, together with the balance left at the 
close of the last, can be safely estimated at $4 000,000, which will include 
about $200,000 appropriated receipts. The appropriations made by the 
last General Assembly for the coming year, including the appropriated 
receipts, will amount to a little more than $3,700,000. 

During the last ten years the receipts for the general revenue fund, 
arising from taxes and regular sources of revenue, have fallen short of the 
disbursements by more than $1,500,000. This amount was made up by 
sale of certificates of indebtedness, at difierent periods, and amounts 
received from the general government on account of the direct tax. 

Your attention is called to a statement on page^i/ej^f this report, 
showing receipts, disbursements, balances, etc., for the last fifteen years. 
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At the close of the first four years, on this statement, it will be seen that, 
notwithstanding a temporary loan .from the sinking fund made by a 
former administration, and amounting to $272,640.30, was paid, a balance 
was left in the revenue fund of $618,876. This amount was not only 
reduced in the next two years i6 $98,138.47, but the balance of unpaid 
appropriation was increased by mor^ than $200,000, being larger than any 
other balance of unpaid appropriation in the history of the State's finances, 
except one. This compelled the next administration in its first year to 
issue certificates of indebtedness to the amount of $500 000, and $250,000 
later on. 

The Decennial Board of Equalization of 1890, after equalizing the 
appraisement of the real property of the State, made a general reduction 
of ten per cent, of the State duplicate, which amounted to more than 
$100,000,000, thereby taking from the general revenue fund, in the time 
elapsing since, more than $560,000. Thus it will be seen that, had this 
reduction not been made, the finances of the State would have been in

such condition as not to have necessitated the issuing of the last $500,000 
certificates of indebtedness. 

I believe that the financial condition of the treasury is now in such 
condition, that all future obligations can be met without resorting to any 
Further indebtedness, provided, however, that the several institutions and 
departments use the greatest economy in the expenditure of the public 
money.
